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CABINET CHANGES. 

The announcement that Senator Abbott is 
to be Sir John A. Macdonald’s successor as 
leader of the governinent will no doubt be 
received generally with feelings of satisfac- 
tion. The now Premier passed many of the 
best years of his lite outside of politics and 
Consequently is tot generally known as a 
politician to the present generation of voters. 
Since his elevation to the senate a few years 
ago he is s.id to have shown marked ability 
in the leadership of the government side in 
that house, He has a very high standing in 
the legal profession and is personally popular 
and highly respected: Of course being a 
member of the senate his leadership is not 
likely to be permanent unless he secures a 
seat inthe commons, that being the real 
pewer behind the throne, rather than the 
senate. The commons controls the funds, 
government is the administration of the 
funds, therefore to control the commons is to 
control the government, That conttol can 
best be exercised by a member of the popular 
body. For the present Sir John Thompson 
will lead in the commonsand in consequence 
will be premier in fact, though not in name, 
with the prospect of becoming premier in 
name as well in the near future, should he 
show the necessary ability. Sir John Thomp- 
son has already achieved a name asan able 
and reputable politician, and has been 
fortunate in making few if any enemies, 80 
that his chances for the premiership are ex- 
cellent. Sir Charles Tupper, whom it was 
confidently expected a few months and years 
agO would become premier seems to have 
been lost in the woods in a most unaccount- 
able manner at this critical juncture, greatly 
to the relicf of the large majority of the peo- 
ple of the country on both sides of politics. 
With the exception of the change of premier- 
ship the cabinet will probably remain un- 
changed until after the close of the present 
session, when a general reconstruction is ex- 
pected and Sir Charles may take a hand in 
the game. A weak poiut of the new premier 
is his intimate connection with the C. P. R. 
of which he is solicitor. War having recent- 
ly been declared by the government on be- 
half of that company against the Grand 
Trunk funless a peace is concluded shortly 
the latter company may be depended upon 
to back the opposition with all its force as 
against Abbott. One of the most probable 
changes is inthe ministry of interior, The 
Free Press proposes A. W. Ross for the posi- 
tion and no doubt N. F. Davin has hie eagle 
eye on it. Mr, Davin has taken a course dur- 
ing the present session of parliament caleu- 
lated to very greatly strengthen his support 
in the Northwest, But the BuLirTin be- 
lieves that D, H, Macdowall iv the best man 
all round that the conservative party in the 
west has to offer for the position; and next 
to him Mr. Davin, As between A. W. Ross 
and the present incumbent by all means Mr, 
Dewdney is to be preferred, He at least has 
some virtues—he pays his debts and assists 
his friends. A zovernment with Tupper ase 
premier, Chapleau as minister of public 
works and A. W. Ross minister of interior 
would steal Canada poor in six months.

SIR JOHN'’s LIFE. 
Sir John Alexander Macdonald was born 


in Glasgow, Sootiaad 
27th year of his age. itis father ‘Hux vd 
of Sutherlandshire 


He first practiced law in Picton, Ontario, and 
afterwards, having been called to the bar in 
1836, in Kingston. He was married in 41843 
to Miss Isabella Clark of Dalnavert, Inver: 
nesshire, Scotland, who died in 1856, leaving 
a son, the present Hugh John Macdonald, 
M. P. for Winnipeg. In February 1867, he 
was married to Miss Agnes Bernard, of 
Jamaica, the present y Macdonald, by 
whom he had one daughter who survives 
him. One of the first cases which Bir John 
was called upon to plead in cou t was that 
of a party of the rebels of 1836 who had até 
tempted an attack upon Kingston. He se- 
cured their acquittal, In the following year, 
1887 he defended Vou Schoultz, the leader of 
the rebels in the fight at the Prescott wind- 
mill, but this time unsuccessfully, Another 
noted case was the defence of a friend nam- 
ed Dr. Stewart proprietor of the Argus news+ 
paper ia an action for libel,in which Sir John 
was victorious. He waselected member of 
the Canadian assembly for Kingston in 1844 
and wasin publie life from that time until 
his death. From May 11th, 1847 to March 
10th, 1848 he was a member of the govern: 
ment of Hon. Mr. Morris. From 1854 to 
1868 he was in the McNabb-Morin, the Tache- 
Macdonald and the Macdonald-Cartier ad- 
ministrations. From 18658 to 1862 he was in 
the Cartier-Macdonald government and from 
1864 to the date of confederation in 1867 he 
wos in the Tache- Macdonald and Belleau-Mac- 
donald administrations. On July lst, 1867 
he took office as the prime minister of the 
first government under confederation, and 
held office until November 6th, 1873. In 
1878 he again became premier and remained 
in that position until his death. He took 
part in negotiating the Washington treaty of 
1871. Although possessed of abilities 
that might have been turned to the greatest 
pecuniary advantage either in or out of 
politics, and without any weakness that 
would stand in the way of financial su :cess, 
Sir John did not amass wealth. He was 
always able to live well and pay his way. 
Never go poor as to need pity or 80 rich as to 
fear envy. He had reacheda pitch of power 
that would have turned the head of many a 
man and made him forget the humble stock 
from which he sprung; but the fact that he 
chose for his last rest a place beside his par- 
ents showed that his head was not turned 
and that his heart wasin the right place.
